The iſſues of all diſeaſes are either informed from Senſe , 
or euident by reaſon, or ſcrutable by artificiall conjecture, 
F xamples ot the firſt kinde are manifeſt, when with our 
eyes we behold the motion and Senſe externall and other 
outward tunRions of the body , either aboliſhed, or nan 
high degree depriued of their power and naturall vic. 

This certaine teſtimony of our ſight doth certaine! y 1+ 
forme the vn: lerſtanding,concerving the dangerous Hoe. 

Examples ot the ſecond kinde are manite!t likewtlesy 
we hnde either the catiſes of diſeaſes vnremoveably hxet, 
or the diſcaſe it (elfe rooted jn the ſubſtance of any of the 
principall parts, or accidents in malignitie, vehemence, and 
tary irrefiſtable. Intheſe caſes adoubttull and hard iſſue 18 
euident to Reaſon by wht conſequent, 

Examples of the latter kind are alſo apparent , when in 
dilcalcs, good and cuiil fignes are fo doubttully mixed, thas 
ſome prom ng Lite, others as much threaten Death Home 
in number dilcourage , othcr ſome in worthas much as 1n- 
courage. We doc o#t ſer and know in the middeſt of this 
milt and darknces, where there appeareth not roa common 
ſenſe ſo much avtlc leaſt ſh-& of any indication of certaine 
ac , yet through the exquifitencle of prudent & artifict- 
all perpenhhon, ard uecx: & Gift &iron WI thee foremer. 
tioned (ceming in{crutable oddes ; the learned Phy ficion 
eucn inthe he(t (carce ſenſible budding of indication,and in 
the firſt moſt Mapertc& and ſcarce-being thereof doth oft 
diſcover that true cuent, which vſually and for the moſt 
part 15 ſcene and obſerued to come to paſſe, 

Ifany man not rightly apprehiending reaſon, make a 
doubt or queſtion of any ſuch poſlible exquiſitnes, ler hm

Thcre have bin ao divers examples 
produced of the neceflitie of mans ignorance, in the 1m 
pobilitie of much knowledfie , and diſcovery of things 
hidden and inhibited by the wit and vnſcarchable decrees 
ot God and Nature. It remaineth now ro enquire concer - 
ning, our particular ſubic& of Witch-cratr, whether m the 
c&mmon way of all other deteftions of trvetbs , it ought 
likewiſe conſiſt ; or whether by itfelfe ir have other provi- 
ledges beyond all other trials.

There remuneth as yet a doubt or queſtion, Whether 
{ 1ply the affirmation of a ſuppoſed Witch( which is vul- 
gatly but not properly called and deemed her confefsion) 
that the Divell doth ſucke him or her , as alſo whether the 
ath: mation of a ſuppoſed Witch, affirming her ſe!fe to be 
a Witch, doe infallibly conuince that ſuppoſed Witch, to 
be a Witch 1ndeede 4 and whether that affirmarnion be fuf- 
haent(as conmonly deemed her owne<onfelsion)to con. 
Jemne her. 

Tie anſwer 18 negative. The reaſon 15, for that many at- 
firmations in themiclucs, and at firſt view doe ſeeme true 
{ :r10us and (ufhcient ; which better and more confiderat- 
ly examined, arc oft times even fenſelefle and ridiculous ; 
and therefore juſtly are denied credit, 

And tor this cauſe no acculations, whether agarit any 
man himſelte, or agaimſt another , #hercimn is no probabi- 
lite or likelihood, no colour or poſsibilitie of being ; £1- 
ther arc or ought to be admitted or heard in iultice mn any 
Courts of Juſtice. And for this cauſe the teſtnmonics, ac- 
culations, or confeſsions which by fooles , or madmen are 
auouched, are by allnations through the world in law not 
valued, and reicxRed. The ſame regard 1s had of the attir. 
mations and teſtimonies of children and of melancholy 
people, and likewiſe of men with yeercs and age doting, 
or by diſcaſes or cares manifeſtly decrepite in their v1tres 
and ſenſes. That ſuch decrepirs there arc vſually walking 
among men not noted nor knowne vnto moſt, or many, 
except ſometimes ypon eſpeciall occaſion or triallof them 
made, 1s no wonder. 

I did my felfe know ſome latcly ling, who formerly 
hauc beenewery vnderſtanding , yer divers yeeres before 
their end , were with age in their inward fenſes ſo worne 
and waſtcd ; that although as reaſonable creatures vnto the 
common view, they talked, conuerſed, conterred , ſpaxe 
many times, and im many things with very good reaſon, 
and lenfibly ; yer oft-euncs by ſodaine enterchanges, they

trom dotage with age or yeeres or fickneſic ; and doe not 
alſo know what Witch-craft or a Witch is, and third! y it 
the Witch-craft or finne it (elfe bee not vpon (utticient 
grounds cither prooued, or at leſt queſtioned ; the meere 
acculation of ſuch a ſuppoſed Witch againſt her (cite with- 
out the former conſiderations, ignot imply or alone (nf t- 
vince or condemne her ; nenher 1s tuch an ac- 
uly or properly to be tearmed 2 contc'510n, 
And thus we have made cuident by this ir ftarce ot the 
luppoſed Witches markes, how the learned Phr (ition pole 
ietsing true\Art and 1lcarningy 15 not lo commonly 25 the 
vulgar "4 nos re intothe maze of vaine wonUer and 
Ignorant adm ation, but Cuely and truly weighing reafon 
lot ap2rt iltinguiſh 2nd purrrue difference ber wee ne the 
wondersinmicure, and the wonders abouc nature.

Wee will firſt herein examine the touch of the ſuppoied 
Witch, immediatly commanding the ceflation of the 1up- 
poſed firs of the bewitched. That this is a falſe or Diaboli- 
call miracle and not of God, may be witly doubted. 

Firſt becauſe the holy and bleſſed power of working mi- 
racles( among which, the healing the Sicke or the poileſied 
was not the leaſt) was neuer of God dilpenſed, ro haunt or 
tollos the rope ot wicked men, or Sorcerers or Wruches. 

Secondly, tor.that the trae maracles of God ( which were 
cucr diſperſed, cither for the common good of his Church, 
orthe declaration of his glorious truth, or for the cxtraor- 
dinary puniſhment and deſtruction of cuill cn) d1d neucr 
obſcurely , or indireftly, prooue themiclucs or their ends, 
but m their manifcſtation were mabled ro ouer-thin 
cleerely, all the fog2cs and miſts of doubt or qucttion. 

The contrary hereunto mnethis our fulpeRed miracle is 
mauutet, Thercin is ridiculoufly imagined, that the blefied 
pi'cand vertue of healing the ficxe, deſcended from God 
aboue , may b: reputed in the hands of a Witch a ſigne or 
reitmony of his or her gnile and mpety, wich cucr hath 
brene, and is im it (clica {peciall Orace and favour of God, 
and was -ocr vicd rather asa confirmation ot the truth of 
CGols Miniſters and (crumnts.

lecue,for that by the lively counterfait of the truc vittons, 
dreames and reuclations of God, the Diuc!l hath cuct 
viually praftiſed to be taken ard eſteemed as God 
the allowance whereof by men is high blaiphcmy 
againlt God , and ignorant occult adoration of Duels, 
Secondly , forthat no viſions, dreames , or rcuc lations, 
oughtto be eſteemed of God , originally or immediately, 
which doe refpe&t or anſwere curiofitic of know i-Jge 
or deſire, as moſt of the forementioned kinds viually 
are wont. Thirdly, for that the viſions of God , a5 they 
are cuer bent vnto an extraordinary» divine end, and an 
yniucrſall good, ſo arc they cuer diſpenſed by the miniſtcry 
of 1nen, whohaue manifeſt commiſſion, or warrant from 
God, either mediate, or immediate. The mcdiate 1s 
prooucdby the manifeſtation of the meanes : the immedi.

Vpon his accuſation theretor® 
it fruth and Certairnety doe declare it ſe!tc , the force 
and vertue thereor , 3nd not the accuſation doth con. 
duct, vpright men 2t id minds, vnto proceeding and 
mdgement ; ut 1s not the Divels accuſation, b: ic the 
truth 1t telte, vnto which haply that acculition did 
point inquifition,that by it ſelfemade manitc!!,ts thcre- 
tore credited. 

And thus with brevity hath the vanity both of al! 
{aperititious, and allo of all miraculous waies of the 

ictection of Witches and Witch-crate , beene it 
fore tew of their particulars generally vnvas«cd. 
There are, and way bee many more beſidcs te! _ 
which in theſe , and withtheſe, will likewiſe pcriſh a:

The fole, true and warranted way, wherein vÞ- 
rightly men may walke herem before God a!1d men, 
hath beene in this Treatiſe formerly diſquired and 1!l- 
comled, Therein (mtelligent Reader) thou malt 
obſcruc two forts of manitelt Witches : The one 15 
oftcred vnto the outward fenſe, in his apparent and 
palpable Sorccrous workes z The other is made cut- 
dent by plain: demonſtration out ot the {acre word 

of 
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of truth. Ic hath ever prevailed with vulgarcuſtome 
(becauſe molt ſenſible of the moſt grofle harmes more 
open to ſenſe) to caſt chiefely , or for themoſt part, 
the eye and common icalouſie vpon the firſt kinde. The 
other kinde (becauſe vſually leſt noted offenſe, and 
therefore eſteemed leaſt harmetull romen) is both in 
the alt protraction or produftion thereof vnto the 
barre of Juſtice much more rare and (cldome , and al- 
ſo in common and vulgar obſcruation is little or not 
at all conſidered, 

Hence it proceedeth , that moſt men. doe doubt- 
fully refolue thereof; Yea , ſome men admire a worth 
therein , others eſteccme 1 of reaſonable and com- 
mendabvle vie , vato the ſaristation of their curiohines, 
in things ſecret and ludJen from the knowledge of 
man. 

But fince Almighty God hath more ſpecially (as 
is in the former Treatiſe prooued) both giuen moſt 
certaine and plaine indication , and information of 
this kinde , by the cxprefſed\fruites thereof , and rhe 
neceſſary inference of familiarity and conſultation 
with other Spirins then himſclte , /ſazas $8. verſe 19. 
and hath alſo fo oft in fo diners places iterated the 
great abomination, and his high deteſtationthereot, 
x is not onely the ſaving ducty of all private men 
to take more diligent and wary notice thereof, there. 
by to eſchew and flye from it , according vnto Gods 
expreſle charge and command ; bur it is the charge 
of Princes and Magiſtrates alſo, to fulfill thereby 
the commanded execution of Gods holy wrath and 
rengeance vpon it ; for wv hich pleaſing feruice and 
ſacrifice vnto him , Almighty God hath vypon the 
eucrlaſting records of his holy word fixed for cuer 
the ſo memorable praiſe , and commendation of thoſe 
famous Princes, who haue dedicated themiclues vn- 
to his will therein. As it hath beene declared by 
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what meanes Witches and Sorcerers , 1ntwo kindey 
ſeurrally may be maniteſtly charged, challenged , and 
prooucd as certaine and v ted Offendors : © 
allo how farre preſurrption probabilities, or matter 
oF ault ſaſpition in both may blamelcſly guide , and 
condu& vpright and cquall inquiſition , hath beene 
briefely inſtanced. From all which it is cuident : firſt, 
that God in nature hath not ſhut vp in this lubice, 
the common intrance and doore of iwdging , trying 
or d«civing 2s equally, as in other caſes : (econ-{ly, 
that beſilc and b:yond that way , which God hath 
leir open vnto ſenſible and reaſonable piogreſle, | 
herein 1 (mult neceſſarily bee prepolterous prclump- | 
tion ro breake out , or ouer-reach,, as allo 11 ticade of 
that plaine approoucd and authentike walkc tor the 
etryalls of truth ; the judgement and condemnation 
of others , and the eſtabliſhment of mens owne 
thoughts , and mindes , to ſeeke irreligious tooting, | 
in the Labyrinth of amazing wonderments, and rcaton- 

lefſe rraditions and experiments, To walxc in theſe | 
waics , 1s no better then torunne away from God , in |
